21 November 2008 


The November Meeting of the Fort Wayne Radio Club was 
held at the Good Shepherd United Methodist Church on 21 
November 2008 with President Tom Baker serving as host. 
There were about 65 persons present. 


Old Business: 


Tom Baker started the meeting by calling all to attention 
for the pledge of allegiance. Introductions of members 
followed. 


The minutes from the October meeting were read and ac- 
cepted, and there were no corrections. 


Bob Streeter presented the November Treasurer’s report. As 
of November 21, 2008 the club had a year-to-date income of 
$2,619.61 and year-to-date expenses of $1,821.98. The club 
had cash on hand of $255.66 and $6,393.98 in checking/ 
savings. The report was accepted as briefed. 


New Business: 


Bob stated that he would send confirmation of membership 
dues paid for all persons who re-up provided that they have 
noted their email address on the club application form. If 
the address bounces, they should expect a phone call. Vic 
Guess asked that anyone who changes their email address 
after paying their dues should inform the Secretary of the 
address change. 


Tom Baker noted that the Board voted to increase the sur- 
charge for a printed copy of the newsletter from $12.00 to 
$17.00 to defray the costs for its printing and postage. 


Joseph Lawrence, K9RFZ reported that the donated surplus 
E.C. items from the basement of the City-County building 
were sold at the hamfest and that the proceeds will be used 
by the ARES/EC group. 


Joseph also reported that the Allen County RACES organi- 
zation were to receive a grant from the government which 
will result in it acquiring several thousand dollars worth of 
equipment including an HF rig, VHF-UHF rigs, some digital 
(packet) equipment, and a laptop. 


Tom Baker took the opportunity to recognize Jim Boyer, as 
chairman of the ACARTS hamfest, for his tireless efforts in 
helping make the hamfest a success again this year. 


Steve Nardin reported that he had succeeded in transferring 
the club’s web page domain to Go-Daddy. This should result 
in a reduction in the cost of maintaining the web page for 
the club. 


Tom Baker noted that the December meeting will be the 
Christmas banquet (the 2" Friday in December), and the 
January meeting will feature the club’s annual auction. 


Allen County HamNews 


Al Burke gave the November Foxhunt report. Jim 
& Annie Pliett and Carole & Al Burke served as the 
fox and hid not one, but two foxes around the reten- 
tion pond in the Burke’s subdivision. The primary 
fox was found first by Carl Thomas while the secondary fox 
was first found by Brian Jenks and his daughters. Everyone 
attended an “end of season” party hosted by Carole & Al at 
their house where outstanding chili (red and white), turkey 
roll-ups, chips and various libations of several octane rat- 
ings were served. Full details of the goings-on at this last 
foxhunt of the season are noted in the November Foxhunt 
Chronicles. 


Tom Baker addressed the issue of the problems with the 
146.91 MHz repeater. It seems that the 146.91 MHz antenna 
has failed. Jim Pliett, Al Burke and Paul Prestia confirmed 
this via Frequency Domain Reflectometry measurements 
made at the Robison Park site. The 146.91 MHz antenna 
is 40 years old and had apparently succumbed to the ele- 
ments and father time. Several approaches to resolving the 
problem have been suggested which include replacing the 
146.91 MHz antenna, replacing both the 146.91 MHz and 
146.76 MHz antennas, moving the 146.91 MHz machine 
to the IPFW site (where the ATV repeater is located) and 
using the ATV control link antenna for the 146.91 MHz 
function, and so forth. Jim Pliett noted that both the 146.91 
MHz and the 445.875 MHz antennas at the Robison Park 
site are about 40 years old, while the 146.76 MHz antenna 
at the Robison Park site is only 15 years old. Thus he 
submitted that it makes more sense to replace the 146.91 
MHz and 445.875 MHz antennas if we go to the expense 
of hiring a tower climber and repair things at the Robison 
Park site. Depending upon what we do, we can expect it 
to cost a minimum of $1,200.00 (to replace one antenna), 
to a maximum of about $2,800.00 to replace two antennas. 
Additional analysis must be accomplished to further refine 
the options open to the club along with firm cost estimates. 
Since any expenditure over $150.00 requires approval by 
club membership (by a vote) at a club meeting, the earliest 
this issue could be decided is at the Christmas banquet if 
we decide to conduct a business meeting at this normally 
informal affair. 


Following the business meeting Tom Baker conducted the 
50-50 raffle. The $28.00 pot was shared between the club 
treasury and winner Wilbur Ort, KB9IQW. 


The entertainment for the evening consisted of a rig clinic 
featuring Jim Pliett and Al Burke and their collection of 
test equipment. With these instruments they were able to 
measure output power, frequency, deviation and receiver 
sensitivity of the many hand held and base station rigs 
brought to the meeting by club members.

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A Busy Weekend for DX Activities -
